For  Coastal  Carolina  athletics,  it  has  been  a 
year  of  firsts,  with  new  faces  and  new  sports 
showing  up  on  the  scene. 

An  extensive  recruiting  by  Coach  John 
Vrooman  brought  a  lot  of  new  faces  to  the 
baseball  team.  Randy  Owens,    a  pitcher,    and 
Steve  Pearson,   a  third  baseman,  joined  the 
team  from  Spartanburg  Junior  College.  From 
Virginia  came  Al  "Jose"  Anch,    a  sleek 
fielding  shortstop,   and  Steve  Foltz.  Ed 
Euchler,  Keith  "Yankee"  Holmok,   and  Joe 
Stethers  left  New  York  to  join  the  squad  along 
with  Blake  King  and  Ricky  Avins  from  USC- 
Sumter.  Additional  new  faces  were  becoming 
part  of  the  team  for  the  spring  baseball 
season. 

Girls'  Volleyball  entered  its  first  season  at 
Coastal  in  the  fall.   It  was  a  rough  and  rocky 
initial  year  for  the  girls  as  they  managed  one 
victory,   which  came  in  their  final  game.

Team  captain  Cathy  Nance's  forces  were  in 
great  hopes  of  a  bright  future,    although  win- 
ning against  established  teams  proved 
hard  to  do.
